LARGEST BATTLE 
OF SPANISH WAR 
RA6ESATTERUEL 


-Teruel. SpainTTDec. 31 (AP>—The 
Spanish Civil war rocketed to a 
bloody zenith today in the tumbled 
hills west of Teruel where massed 
Insurgent forces stabbed into the 
Government line to recapture this 
strategic provincial capital. 


Within the Government-held city 


hundreds of persons—Insurgent sol- 
diers, women and children—were 
believed buried hi the blasted gran- 
ite and masonry of the Bant: of 
Spain where they had resisted siege 
in the war's "second Alcazar." 


Confronted with bitter, unyielding 


resistance to the beleaguered In- 
surgent garrison and the civilians 
under its protection—as well as the 
fierce pressure of the Insurgent 
army to the west—Government sap- 
pers laid dynamite mines under one 
of the places of refuge, the bank 
building, and blew it up Thursday 
in a thunderous explosion. 


Some of the Insurgents escaped to 


the cellars of the old Santa Clara 
convent and the civil governor's pal- 
ace but hundreds were believed 
caught by the explosion. 


The Government made no new 


attack on the ^convent and palace.

The government gave ground on the 
left, however, losing some positions 
which were considered here to be 
unimportant. 


Thirty Insurgent tanks partici- 


pated in one engagement along the 
railroad line Thursday. Government 
observers counted more than 190 in- 
surgent airplanes in the air at one 
time.

state of Pennsylvania will take over 
the maintenance of 2.600 miles of 
township borough and city streets 
Saturday. 


Warren Van Dyke, Secretary of 


Highways, described this carrying 
out of the 1937 Legislature's action as 
a "New Year's gift" to the commu- 
nities. 


This will increase the state high- 


ways system to more than 40,000 
miles. 


Highway engineers estimated the

Man, Who Killed Yacht Owner 


And Turned Vessel Out to Sea, 


Thrown Overboard by 2 of Crew 


Los Angeles, Dec. 31 (AP)—Mur- 


der, piracy and retribution on the 
high seas—a stranger-than-fiction 
story written with the blood of two 
men—was unfolded to government 
agents early today by six haggard 
survivors of a cruise on the schoon- 
er yacht Aaf je. 


Dwight. L. Faulding, 49, Santa 


Barbara hotel man and the Aafje's 
owner, is dead, his bullet-riddled 
body dumped overboard somewhere 
off the southern California coas£ 


Jack Morgan, the ntan accused of 


his slaying by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, also is dead. Two 
youths told Chief F., B. L_. Agent 
John Hanson they threw Morgan 
into the sea after five terror-strick- 
en days under his mad rule. 


An official statement by Hanson 


summed up the details of one of 
the Pacific's strangest sea dramas 
after hours of questioning the sur- 
vivors Thursday night. Three were 
held in technical custody. 


The ill-fated cruise was marked 


by death on the very afternoon the 
Aafje sailed out of San Pedro, De- 
cember 20, bound for Catalina Is- 
land 20 miles distant. Aboard, be- 
sides Faulding and Morgan, who 
had chartered the yacht, were 
Fauldmg's fiancee, Mrs. Gertrude 
Turner and her 8-year-old son, Rob- 
ert; Mrs. Morgan, an expectant 
mother; her nurse. Miss Elsie Ber- 
nard; Robert Horne and George 
Spernawk, amateur crewmen. 


Faulding, at the helm, heard a 


terse order. "Get away from that 
wheel. I'm taking command here." 


It was Morgan, emerging from, 


the shadow of the hatch. Hanson 
said. Fauldins started toward his 
adversary. 
Three bullets from a 


revolver poured into the yachtsman's 
body. 


Late that night Morgan forced his 


terrified companions to drop Fauld- 
ing's body overboard. 


"I don't know what came over 


Jack." Mrs. Morgan told investi- 
gators. 
"He seemed to go crazy. 


After he killed Faulding he ran the 
boat and we were in terror." 


Morgan, a former houseboy in Los 


Angeles apartment buildings and 
hotels, pointed the nose of the 58- 
foot schooner south. He stayed at 
the wheel, taking only catnaps. 
When he slept he forced his wife to 
take control. 


A revolver always ready, he was 


abusive to the crew. At times some 
were locked in cabins. They could 
only gu~ss at Morgan's ultimate 
purpose, but investigators theorized 
he had a vision of establishing a 
colony of some kind in the south 
Pacific. 


With the Aafje provisioned for a 


two-day voyage. Morgan put his 
companions on rations apparently 
intending to stop at small ports 
along the Mexican coast for sup- 
plies. 


Five hundred miles southwest of 


San Pedro, and five days after de- 
parture, Horne and Spernak seized 
an opportunity to attack Morgan. 


"Horne and Spernak were work- 


ing near the wheel of the yacht," 
Hanson said they told him. 


"Horne saw his opportunity. He 


picked up a marlm spike, hit Mor- 
gan over the head, crushing his 
skull, and with the aid of Spernak, 
tossed the man overboard. 


"They do -not know whether he 


was dead or not." 


Hoping to reach the mainland 


under sails, conserving fuel for the 
auxiliary engine in event of a storm, 
the survivors turned back.

one painted an "S O S" on the 
mainsail.

Survey Shows Rate of 


Recession Is Declining 


Pittsburgh. Dec. 31 (AP)—Opti- 


mism over a possible halt of the cur- 
rent business recession was express- 
ed today in the monthly summary 
of the Pittsburgh Review published 
by the bureau of business research 
of the University of Pittsburgh. 


A noticeable slowing down in the 


rate of decrease in industrial oper- 
ations in the Pittsburgh district and 
the fairly well sustained volume of 
trade were mentioned as possible 
forerunners of a business pickup. 


However, the report said the pro- 


nounced slump in business in the 
last months of the final quarter of 
the year was by far the most severe 
in any two-month period in the 54 
years for which records were avail- 
able. 


Business here declined 32.8 points 


during October and November, with 
a further substantial drop in the 
first three weeks of December.

In the 
center rises the shaft approximate- 
ly 12 feet square with a large bronze 
urn-burner at the top from which 
will burn the eternal flame. 


Provision has been made for the 


proper maintenance of the memori- 
al, the cleaning of the burner and 
other methods of care. 


Across the front of the base of the 


memorial will be carved the inscrip- 
tion "Peace Eternal in a United Na- 
tion." Two other inscriptions will 
be carved on the sides of the shaft. 
Inscriptions pertaining to the states 
appropriating moneys and the state 
and 
federal commissions will be 


carved at the far ends of the face 
of the base. All inscriptions will be 
in English. 


Separate Contract for Sculpturing: 
The sculpturing work, to be exe-

The suggested study of the 
sculpturing will be submitted to the 
commission on January 17.

It is not only' .justified, but 
wholly unavoidable if we are to stop 
the dreadful carnage on Pennsyl- 
vania highways.

"During 1937 • approximately 2,700 


of our citizens will have been killed 
and 60,000 injured by automobiles." 


In a radio speech Thursday night, 


Earle appealed to Pennsylvanians 
to stop speeding "or take the con- 
sequences." 


He outlined the proposal to set 


up 13 speeders' courts, where of- 
fending motorists would lose their 
license privileges. 


The Governor said ''if you have

ARRISBURG. (AP) — Tragedy, 


disaster and sensation streaked 


across the front page of Pennsyl- 
vania newspapers for a fleeting day 
during 1937—but relief and coal 
commanded headlines day by day 
throughout the year. 


For that reason those two in that 


order top the list of the ten best 
stories of the year in the state. 


Labor likewise held a large place 


in the year's news. Legislation af- 
fecting workers and employers, the 
signing of a wage contract with the 
C. I. O. by the Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Corporation and various strikes 
topped by that at the Bethlehem 
Steel plant at Johnstown, gave labor 
third ranking in the year's news. 


In addition labor figured in three 


other stories.of the big ten. They 
are activities of union leaders in 
seeking a solution of anthracite's 
ills, the Hershey riot in which angry 
farmers and non-striking workers 
drove sit-down strikers out of the 
Hershey Chocolate plant with bull 
whips, and establishment of a 44- 
hour week law for all workers in the 
industry.

Unemployment relief had plenty 


Df fireworks in the Legislature which 
xmsolidated all forms of relief into 
v.he Department of Public Assistance 
and abolished the old-time poor 
board.

KTEW YORK—The extraordinary 
* ' news year of 1937 ends with 
probably one of the big stories of 
the twelve-month in the making, 
although still not clearly defined— 
the business recession and current 
administrative steps to scotch it. 


Such a story—first brought to 


sharp general attention by another 
severe stock market drop—really is 
difficult to fit into any cut-and- 
dried list of the "ten biggest stories 
of the year." 


It hardly can be placed first be- 


cause presently the recession may 
peter out and in future years be- 
come little more than a footnote 
in history; likewise it cannot be 
placed last because of its poten- 
tialities. 


Therefore it seems best to list it 


in a special tentative category as 
something still in the lap of the 
gods. 


When the story finally is told 


there will be told with it one equally 
as interesting—the extent to which 
the New Deal, foe of "economic 
royalism." will have cooperated with 
big business in recovery moves. 


Supreme Court Fight 


Leaving the sphinx to answer 


this riddle, there is little difficulty 
in picking the outstanding story 
of the year on which the curtain 
already has gone down after some 
of the most dramatic, colorful and 
sensational scenes the American 
public ever has witnessed. 


The Supreme Court struggle and 


its incredible aftermaths arc his- 
tory that will occupy many pages 


in the future story of America. 
When President Roosevelt in Feb- 
ruary presented his program for 
court revision — "court packing" 
his opponents immediately termed 
it—skies were clear and fair sail- 
ing appeared ahead. 


But as week succeeded week the 


skies clouded, presaging not a 
squall but a veritable hurricane. 
Democratic ranks were split while 
Republicans contentedly remained 
in the background twiddling thumbs. 
Staunch liberals such as Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler abandoned the 
ship. The pilot. Senator Joseph T. 
Robinson, was struck down. Finally 
came disaster. 


But there was still more to come. 


During the months the battle was 
on, the Supreme Court, which Mr. 
Dooley said "follows the election 
returns," was handing down de- 
cisions about which not even a New 
Dealer could complain—the uphold- 
ing of the Wagner labor relations act 
was one. 


Labor at War 


It appeared Roosevelt had won 


without court reorganization. 
In 


addition, Justice Van Dcvanter had 
retired, and Senator Robinson. New 
Deal leader, was slated for the su- 
preme bench. When Robinson died 
the plum went to Senator Hugo L. 
Black, and a new climax was pro- 
vided as Senator Black returned 
from abroad to tell the world in a 
radio address of his one-time con- 
nection with the Ku Klux Klan. 


Running concurrently with the 


Supreme Court drama was another 
sensational play of many scenes, 
this time In the economic field, and 
•affcctinc 
millions 
of 
Americans 


whether participants or merely look- 
ers on. 


This was the tremendous labor 


battle, both external and inter- 
necine. Backed by the Wagner act, 
labor took to the field with ban- 
ners, but it was a divided labor. 


Two Wars'Connected 


The Committee for 
Industrial 


Organization, led by battling John 
L. Lewis, broke with the American 
Federation of Labor, went out to 
unionize horizontally the mass pro- 
duction industries; called, some- 
times won and sometimes lost strikes 
in the steel, automobile and other 
huge businesses; perfected the sit- 
down strike as a labor weapon; 
signed a contract with Big Steel, 
and ended the year fencing with 
AFL In peace maneuvers. Strikes 
of all kinds earlier in the year pro- 
duced bitterness and bloodshed, 
particularly in the Chicago steel dis- 
trict, but comparative calm ruled as 
the year ended. 


Nations at War 


America is far from war and 


the alarums of war, but in a world 
growing constantly smaller it real- 
izes that it has some possible fu- 
ture stake in the lining up of nations 
around the globe. 


The Spanish civil war is a great 


story m itself, but now it has be- 
come a move on the larger inter- 
national chess board. 


The ^Japanese invasion of China 


likewise is a big story, but it also 
may only be the first act of a 
greater drama. 


These two undeclared wars arc 


being fought on almost opposite 
sides of the world, and yet events 
seem to be drawing them closer 
together. 


Already 
they 
are 
connected 


triangularly by three of the lines 
which the powers now call "axes." 
One runs from Berlin to Tokyo, 
another from Berlin to Rome. And 
Rome has Just completed the tri- 
angle to Tokyo through recognition 
of Manchoukuo. 


On the other side "axes" are being 


formed too. One runs from London 
to Paris and another from Pans to 
Moscow. 


The United States is separated 


from the wars by two oceans, but 
President Roosevelt already has 
asked what can be done about a 
"quarantine." 


Tragedies of the War 


In assessing great stories there 


arc at least three sets of glasses 
through which they can be con- 
sidered. There arc stories which will 
have an effect on history; there are 
others which make great reading, 
such as the wedding of the Duke 
of Windsor to the American woman. 
Wallis Warfleld; and there are still 
others of horrifying proportions, but 
only one-day wonders in the stream 
of history. 


Tlii» latter was exemplified by the
